SUBJECT: DAILY ACTIVITIES REPORTS FROM PRINCIPALS FOR 
WEDNESDAY, MAY 28, 1975 

FOR THE SECRETARY FROM ROBERT S. INGERSOLL 

I MET WITH JACK STEVENSON, CARL MAW AND MEMBERS OF OUR 
LOS TEAM TO DISCUSS HOW WE MIGHT PROCEED IN LIGHT OF 
DEVELOPMENTS IN GENEVA. STEVENSON BELIEVES WE MADE 
SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS TOWARD A CONSENSUS ON AN ECONOMIC 
ZONE, BUT THAT OPINION REMAINS DEEPLY DIVIDED ON A 
SEABEDS REGIME. WE DISCUSSED WAYS OF PRESERVING 
ACHIEVEMENTS TO DATE AND PREVENTING LIMITED DISAGREEMENTS 
FROM CAUSING THE ENTIRE EFFORT TO UNRAVEL. ONE PROMISING 
SUGGESTION, ON WHICH I HAVE ASKED FOR A MORE DETAILED 
PROPOSAL, IS A TRILATERAL U.S.-CANADA-MEXICO DECLARATION 
TO ESTABLISH AN INTERIM NORTH AMERICAN FISHERIES POLICY. 

THIS MOVE WOULD BE CALCULATED TO HEAD OFF DISRUPTIVE 
LEGISLATION BY CONGRESS WHILE DEMONSTRATING TO OTHER 
COUNTRIES THAT WE WILL NOT BE DETERRED FROM PROGRESS BY 
INACTION AT THE LOS CONFERENCE. NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
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CANADA AND MEXICO ON SUCH A DECLARATION NEED NOT PRECLUDE 
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A PARALLEL TRACK OF WORKING WITH THE CONGRESS TO DEVELOP 
CONTINGENCY LEGISLATION, IF THAT PROVES NECESSARY. 

TOGETHER WITH SISCO, EAGLEBURGER AND LAISE I CONTINUED 
OUR SERIES OF MEETINGS ON SENIOR ASSIGNMENTS, THIS TIME 
WITH NAT DAVIS FOR AFRICAN POSTS AND BILL BUFFUM FOR 
INTERNATIONAL AGENCIES. 

I MET BRIEFLY WITH BILL LANE AND LATER ATTENDED HIS 
SWEARING IN BY THE VICE PRESIDENT AS AMBASSADOR TO 
OCEAN EXPO 75. 

ALSO DURING THE DAY: SMALL GROUP MEETING, LUNCHEON WITH 
FRED IKLE, SWEARING IN CHARLES GUBSER. 

TOMORROW: LUNCHEON WITH CAB CHAIRMAN ROBSON AND MEETING 
WITH ATTORNEY GENERAL LEVI TO DISCUSS VISAS FOR SOVIET 
AND EAST EUROPEAN VISITORS.
